Ask a child how he likes school and chances are you ll 
get a variety of answers and opinions, or at least a 
shrug of the shoulders. 
Generally, first graders like school. They like to 
work,as one Mendenhall student put it; they like the 
gym where they play games, but do like the playground 
“more better,” according to one young miss. 
Most of them are six years old, going on seven, and 
most of them are just about to get their first bikes. 
School and its newness and the excitement are still a 
part of their daily lives, just five months after that big 
.first* day. 
A conversation with fourth and fifth graders at 
Shepard Elementary revealed that generally speaking, 
“school is okay .” One young man said he likes it when 
something exciting happens, and when asked what he 
meant by excitement he replied, “lunch.” 
A rather solemn youngster said he likes to make good 
grades because it pleases his parents, but he admitted 
his likes the learning process, especially art. His only 
complaint about it was that art classes are too in­ 
frequent, occuring only on Wednesdays. 
At Shepard, the student council is in charge of the 
supply store which they, or students they appoint, 
operate for the first period each morning. The profits 
they realize are used to buy more supplies or to pur­ 
chase trophies for special programs. These five young 
people seemed to enjoy the idea of school, and perhaps 
Dart of their enjoyment comes from their involvement. 
We met one belligerent lad who said he doesn t like 
school and he never liked school, except kindergarten. 
The reason he gave for liking kindergarten was the 
half-day session. 
Instead of going to school, he explained that it was 
more fun to stay home and watch television, and when 
S 
what kind (rf programs he liked his answer was, 
“ the gory ones-the gorier the better.” 
He also said he hates spelling, and reading, and 
doesn’t even enjoy the fun periods. 
With High school students, school was okay with most 
of those questioned. The only complaint came from 
those who have to attend the early morning session. 
They said that 7:30 in the morning is just too early to 
be in class and try to be alert. 
Few expounded on the subject as did a Christie 
Elementary fourth grader who gave this answer: 
“Well, no, I don’t really like school. I hardly ever 
leave my seat all day and it gets dull. We don’t learn 
rwurh ttfcent how to spell, and that’s dull.” 
She said that they get a five-minute break at IO :5b 
and another after lunch, but “we have to sit too long in 
one place.”

When asked if she ate her lunch, which she carries 
from home, at her desk, she said,“No, we used to, but 
now we can eat in the cafeteria.

She summed Hall up in one brief sentence, school is 
like a dishwasher, the same old cycle every day.”

Deductibles Delineated 
Employee Costs* Too 
Several types of employee 
expenses may be deductible 
as an itemised deduction on 
Schedule A (Form 1040), 
according to an area CPA 
who will teach a special tax 
course at Williams High 
School. Some of the more 
common types are discussed 
below: 
Special Work Clothes— 
Generally, no deduction is 
permitted for the employee’s 
cost and upkeep of work 
clothing. A deduction is 
allowed, however, if special 
work clothing which is not 
adaptable to ordinary wear, 
e.g. a uniform, is required as 
a condition of employment. 
The cost of uniforms of

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The Press And The American Revolution— 
Saratoga Overshadows Philadelphia

Some have said that the 
British might have won the 
American Revolution in 
1777. Early in the year they 
certainly 
thought 
they 
would. Ambrose Serle, Gen. 
William Howe’s secretary, 
wrote 
in 
May, 
“ this 
ungrateful rebellion will be 
crushed in the course of the 
present campaign.” 
Had 
things 
gone 
as 
planned this optimism might 
have been justified. 
But 
B ritish 
overconfidence, 
blunders in strategy, the 
failure to coordinate plans, 
pom* communications, and 
stubborn American fighting 
made the outcome of 1777 far 
different. 
Trying to run the war from 
London 
was 
a 
serious 
liability for the B ritish; 
decisions were made on 
inaccurate or incom plete 
reports, and instructions to 
generals in the field were not 
always clear. 
Plans Presented 
A number of plans and 
then changed plans had been 
presented to Lord George 
Germain, Secretary of State 
for American Affairs. He 
quickly 
approved 
the 
proposal of the ambitious 
general, John Burgoyne, to 
lead an army from Canada 
down Lake Champlain to 
take Albany and secure 
com plete control of the 
Hudson River. This would 
isolate New England from 
the other colonies. 
The secretary also ap­ 
proved General Howe’s plan 
to move from New York City 
to capture Philadelphia, the 
rebel “capital,” where it 
was 
expected 
m any 
Loyalists would flock to the 
King’s standard. 
Would this not bring the 
;ls to heel? 
the British were con­ 
fitent of success in 
General W ashington 
had some reasons foF~ o p 
tim ism 
that 
spring. 
Congress had temporarily 
given him virtually dic­ 
tatorial powers in military 
affairs to help him hold his 
sm all and ragged arm y 
together. 
Forces Grow 
E nlistm ents 
began 
to 
increase and a considerable 
number of militia arrived to 
support the Continental 
forces. Th* com m ander 
wrote to Gen. 
Philip 
Schuyler that they “seemed 
determined in conjunction 
with the Continental Troops, 
to harass and oppose the 
Enemy upon their march 
thru’ the Country.” 
And there 
was 
other 
heartening news: F ran ce 
had decided to send secretly 
to the Americans thousands 
of muskets, tons of gun­ 
powder, as well as much 
badly needed clothing. 
Which way would General 
Howe move? 
This 
was 
W ash in g to n ’s 
g re a te s t 
concern in the spring and 
early summer of 1777. In late 
May he thought that Howe 
intended to lead the bulk of 
his army overland from New 
York to Philadelphia, and 
therefore prepared to block 
the path of the B ritish 
march. 
Howe Withdraws 
The British commander 
made several thrusts into 
the New Jersey countryside, 
playing a cat-and-m ouse 
gam e with W ashington, 


hoping to lure the Americans 
into an unfavorable position. 
When the latter refused to be 
trapped in these manuevers, 
Howe withdrew his forces to 
New York 
The British 
commander, as cautious as 
ever, had decided that it 
would be too risky to march 
to Philadelphia. 
To 
W a s h i n g t o n ’ s 
amazement, General Howe 
em barked 
nearly 
15,000 
troops on transports during 
the first days of July. The 
British were going to move 
by sea. In the north, General 
Burgoyne’s force coming 
down from Canada would 
have to shift largely for it­ 
self. Gen. 
Henry Clinton 
would remain in New York 
City with a small garrison, 
no stronger, he wrote in 
disgust, then to maintain “A 
D....d starved defensive.” 
Troops Walt 
As the B ritish troops 
cursed the sweltering heat, 
General Howe kept them 
waiting until July 23 before 
sailing out of New York 
harbor. Perhaps the delay 
was caused because the 
transports w eren’t quite 
ready. 
Thomas 
Jones, 
the 
L o y a lis t 
c h r o n i c l e r , 
suggested another reason as 
he saw the British com­ 
mander spend a “fortnight 
in dalliance 
with 
Mrs. 
Loring, while the troops 
were lying on board the 
transports crowded together 
in the sultry heat of sum­ 
mer.” But Howe thought he 
had plenty of time. 
When the British fleet 
tuned in at Delaware Bay, 
they got reports that the 
Am ericans 
had 
erected 
fortifications along the river. 
Although General Howe was 
told that the troops could 
easily debark on the lower 
river and force their way to 
Philadelphia, he refused to 
fight except on his own 
terms. 
British Sail On 
To the great delight of 
General W ashington, the 
redcoats headed further 
south 
and 
sailed 
up 
Chesapeake 
Bay. 
In all, 
Howe lost over a month at 
sea before he landed his 
army Aug. 25 at Head of Elk 
about 55 miles south of 
Philadelphia. 
W ashington 
quickly 


moved the Continental 
Army to a position at 
Chadd’s Ford where the 
Philadelphia road crossed 
Brandywine Creek. He knew 
he could not stop Howe from 
taking the City of Brotherly 
Love, but political reasons 
demanded that he make the 
effort. At the same time, 
however, he called upon all 
northerners to turn wit and 
swallow 
up 
Burgoyne’s 
army. 
W ashington in G eneral 
Orders of Sept. 5, published 
soon after in the Penn 
Sylvania Journal, reviewed 
the movements of the enemy 
and exhorted his troops to 
resist the invasion. 
Rewards of Victory 
“ Here glory w aits to 
crown the brave. 
Peace, 
freedom and happiness will 
be the rewards of victory. 
Animated by motives like 
these, soldiers fighting in the 
cause 
of 
innocence, 
humanity, and justice will 
never give way, but with 
undaunted resolution press 
on to conquest.” 
Proceeding 
carefully, 
General 
Howe 
m arched 
northward and attacked the 
Americans at Brandywine 
Sept. ll. The British com­ 
m ander 
outm aneuvered 
George W ashington and 
nearly destroyed the Con­ 
tinental Army in one of his 
ch aracteristic 
flanking 
movements. 
Fortunately, 
Washington 
sent reserves under Gen. 
N athanael 
G reene 
to 
strengthen the Am erican 
right 
side 
and 
prevent 
disaster. 
G reene’s 
two 
brigades raced nearly four 
miles in 45 minutes arriving 
in time to hold open the vital 
escape route to Chester, 
Penn. 
Costly Battle 
Brandywine had 
been 
costly to the Continentals. 
No 
accurate 
count 
of 
American losses could be 
made 
(the 
dead 
and 
wounded were left where 
they fell), but they ware 
stimated at 300 killed and 
about 600 wounded. Howe 


listed his casualties in the 
severe fighting as 90 dead 
and 480 injured. 
As the whole Continental 
Army was forced back, it 
marched to the west of 
Philadelphia. Moving north 
ward across the Schuylkill 
River, Washington left a 
rear guard force at Paoli 
under Gen. Anthony Wayne. 
At one o’clock 
in 
the 
morning, Sept. 21, Gen 
Charles (“no-flint”) 
Grey 
completely 
surprised and 
routed Wayne’s men in a 
bayonet charge. The cost 


again was heavy; without 
firing a shot, the British 
killed 
or 
wounded 
300 
Americans and captured IOO 
m ore 
in 
the 
"Paoli 
Massacre.” 
C ity Occupied 
By Sept. 25, British forces 
occupied Philadelphia; only 
a few 
days before the 
Congress had fled to York. A 
Tory among the thousands 
who crowded the streets as 
the first redcoats under Lord 
Cornwallis arrived wrote 
that the citizens “ who have 
too long suffered the yoke of 


arbitrary 
power...testified 
their approbation by the 
loudest acclam ations of 
joy." Soon General Howe, 
who regarded himself as a 
great conqueror, was in the 
city. 
Jam es 
Rivington. 
the 
Loyalist printer of New 
York, reported that “the 
people 
of 
Philadelphia 
greeted the British warmly 
and scandalous falsehoods 
which evil and designing 
men 
have 
been 
long 
spreading to terrify the 
peaceful and the innocent

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had been refuted. “A perfect 
tranquility now prevails in 
the city” and many, who had 
been hiding from tyranny, 
had turned out “to welcome 
the 
dawn 
of 
returning 
liberty.” 
These words may have 
pleased General Howe, but 
they hardly reflected the 
true 
feelings 
of 
m ost 
Philadelphians. 
Attack Fails 
Before the fighting around 
Philadelphia 
was 
over. 
W ashington attem pted a 
complicated attack on the 
main 
British 
army 
at 
Germantown a few miles to 
the north. The battle did not 
m aterialize as planned, 
however, and the Americans 
again 
suffered 
heavy 
casualties. 
Despite 
the 
series of defeats the Con­ 
tinental Army had not been 
destroyed; 
nor 
had 
Washington’s determination 
to keep on fighting been 
broken. 
Soon the American troops 
would face the dismal ordeal 
of Valley Forge, but as they 
went into winter quarters, 
they were comforted by the 
fact that General Burgoyne 


had been forced to surrender 
his entire army of 6,000 mer 
at Saratoga, N.Y. 
, ii. 
October. 
Optimism Shattered 
British optimism of early 
1777 had been shattered. 
While unclear instructions 
from Lord Germain may 
have been partly responsible 
for confusion in the field, 
General Howe has to hear 
some of the blame for the 
failure of the grand scheme 
of the British in 1777. His 
obsession with the im ­ 
portance of Philadelphia and 
his m isjudging of tim e 
factors led him to leave 
Burgoyne 
to 
his 
own 
resources, and that proved 
to be disastrous. 
True enough, Sir William 
Howe 
had 
taken 
Philadelphia. 
The 
im­ 
portance of this feat was, 
however, far overshadowed 
by the American victory at 
Saratoga. 
Wise 
old 
Benjam in 
Franklin was in Paris when 
he was told that Howe had 
ca p tu re d P h ila delphia . 
“ No,” 
he 
exclaim ed, 
‘Philadelphia has captured 
Howe!”

Funeral Truth

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
It’s time for the American 
consumer to be told he or she 
doesn’t have to buy the full­ 
blown, casketed, embalmed 
funeral, 
according 
to 
President Ford’s consumer 
adviser. 
Mrs. Virginia Knauer be­ 
lieves the undertaking in­ 
dustry is fraught with 
myths, 
most 
of 
them 
revolving around “inde­ 
structible” caskets, burial 
vaults with half-century 
guarantees 
and 
the 
misconception that more 
than one person cannot be 
buried in the same grave. 
She told the Federal Trade 
Commission it should ex­ 
pand its proposed crack­ 
down on the funeral industry 
to provide consumers with 
information manuals telling 
them that no matter how 
much money they spend they 
are only 
delaying 
the 
inevitable—and 
natural— 
disintegration 
of 
the 
remains. 
Caskets, she said, often 
are sold to survivors with 
phrases like “last forever” 
and “impenetrable”. 
“Many metal caskets with 
these kinds of designations 
do not even have welded 
joints, and a tarlike sub­ 
stance is used to plug holes 
and protect the interior of 
the casket. In others, han­ 
dles penetrate the casket 
body 
permitting 
slow 
seepage through the handle 
holes. 
“Very 
often 
rubber 
caskets are held in place by 
doublefaced tape,” 
she 
added. “Even in caskets

with welded joints, most 
consumers would not be 
aware that use of a second 
metal in welding creates a 
bimetal electrical reaction 
which hastens corrosion and 
actually limits their ability 
to withstand deterioration.” 
The proposed FTC rules 
would force funeral homes to 
disclose that embalming is 
“ not required except in 
limited 
circumstances.’’ 
Mrs. Knauer said that should 
be expanded to tell con­ 
sumers embalming does not 
act 
as 
the 
long-term 
preservative many think it 
does.

and other things you feel you 
have the right to do, maybe 
what you need is asser­ 
tiveness training. 
It can help anyone, ac­ 
cording to counselors Joan 
Pearlman 
and 
Karen 
Coburn, but women need it 
more because they have 
been taught for too long that 
being passive and being 
feminine are one and the 
same. 
Ms. Coburn and Ms. Pearl­ 
man, along with Lynn Z. 
Bloom, 
wTote “The New 
Assertive Woman,” a guide 
whose 
title 
may 
bring 
visions of a 
modern-day 
Amazon imposing her will on 
anyone daring to cross her 
path. 
But the technique isn’t as 
aggressive as it sounds. A 
basic distinction is made 
between being asserti /e and 
being aggressive. 
“Ifs a matter of what your 
intent is,” Ms. Coburn, a 


counselor at 
Fontbonne 
College, said. “ Assertive 
behavior is a direct, honest 
expression of ideas, desires 
and feelings. Aggressive 
behavior expresses the same 
things, birt without taking 
into account the rights of 
others. 
The intent is to 
dominate and get your own 
way no matter what.” 
The key 
to 
assertive 
behavior is self-confidence, 
Ms. Pearlman, a counselor 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Missouri-St. Louis, said. 
“There is a great deal of 
power in assertion, 
con­ 
fidence in what you’re doing 
and being straight-forward 
and honest.” 
Too often, they said in an 
interview, someone trying to 
decide what to do puts the 
issue in extreme 
terms: 
what is the worst thing that 
could happen if I go ahead 
and do what I want? But 
there is no reason to expect 
the worst, Ms. Pearlman 
said — too many other op­ 
tions are more likely to 
occur. 
Once one decides what to 
do. they said, one should act. 
Men often urge their wives 
or employes to become more 
assertive, Ms. Pearlman 
said, and the relationships 
usually improve. 
“The idea of an assertive 
woman as an okay thing is 
new,” she said. “Being femi­ 
nine and being assertive 
used to be almost mutually 
exclusive. 
“Society is still reinforcing 
passive behavior in women. 


In a man it’s called wishy­ 
washy or milktoast, and a 
man who acts that way may 
even be called feminine. In a 
woman ifs called being nice 
and accommodating. 
“ If 
a 
man 
suddenly 
becomes assertive, he gets 
positive 
feedback 
from 
society. But a woman gets 
treated differently, like she 
used to be someone who 
could be counted on but not 
any more.” 
Ms. Coburn said, “All the 
things all of us were brought 
up to believe — be nice to 
others, don’t rock the boat, if 
you can’t say anything nice 
don’t say anything — these 
injunctions against saying 
what you feel keep people 
non-assertive. 
“It’s not a case where a 
woman 
can 
have 
two 
counseling sessions and say 
to her husband, ‘Now I’ve

Fighting prices 
at the grocers

Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY - 1 have a few Pointers that are a help 
in combating inflation. I shop for groceries only once a 
month. This saves tremendously. I also collect all 
coupons that appear in the paper. At the end of the 
numth, I have saved at least three dollars worth. That 
pays for our paper ffur one month. 
I save, wash and re-use all plastic bags that fresh 
fruits and vegetables come in and use them for storing 
bread, crackers, dust rags and so on. I use the brown 
paper grocery bags for wastebasket liners. 
I make syrup go further by buying a heavy maple 
syrup and diluting it with a syrup made with two parts 
water and one part sugar. I stretch a gallon of milk 
(whole) by mixii^ it with a galI(Mi of powdered milk. 
This not only costs less per gallon tnit tastes delicious and 
is very nutritious. The column has helped me many 
times. - ERNESTINE. 


DEAR POLLY - To ease my clothing budget I shop at 
church and temple rummage sales, other clothing sales and 
resale shops. I manage to find good serviceable clothing for 
my entire family at a minimum cost. — NANCY. 
DEAR POLLY — One lemon can do the work of two, and 
yield twice as much juice if it is heated thoroughly before 
squeezing. (Polly’s note — Rolling a lemon that is at room 
temperature will help, too.) 
A loaf of stale bread can often be saved by running it 
BRIEFLY under cold water and then placing in a hot oven for 
ten minutes. I also revive sweet rolls' and Danish pastry 
somewhat the same way but by brushing with milk instead of 
putting under running water. — ANNE. 
DEAR POLLY — During these days of high food prices 
many of us are doubling the volume of butter by simply whip­ 
ping one pound with a cup of cold water. Butter must be at 
room temperature. I use my electric mixer for this but it can 
be done with a hand beater. Oleo can be done the same way. 
Restaurants have used whipped butter to serve on pancakes 
for years. This also cuts on the calories since one uses much 
less. It does not separate even in warm weather. (Polly’s note 
— During World War II many did the same thing but used milk 
instead of water.) — MRS. A.T. 
DEAR POLLY — I have what I call a “Poor Man’s Sewing 
Basket’’. To make this use a metal can such as cookies come 
in. Cut a thick piece of hard white styrofoam to fit and put in 
the can. (}ut plastic straws into thirds or any desired length 
and “screw’’ into the foam. Puncture the paper ends on spools 
of thread and put a spool on each straw holder. I keep my 
spare machine bobbins and thimble on the center ones. — 
MRS J R.B.

A Notion 
Theology

One of the commonplaces 
of contemporary religious 
thought is the notion that 
American theology is in a 
shambles. 
The reason for ttii* Sup­ 
posed state, of^'haosjsjhat 
the church 
is .between 
generations—the generation 
of Tillich, the Niebuhrs, 
Barth and Bultmann has 
passed 
and 
no 
new 
theological giants have risen 
to take their place. 
Indeed, just a little over a 
year ago, six religious 
magazines sought to come 
up with a list of the new 
giants—those “ who were 
shaping and sometimes 
shaking—the Christian faith 
today. 
Significantly, none of the 
ll editors came up with are 
signatories to two of the 
liv e lie s t 
th e o lo g ic a l 
documents to be made public 
in the last year or so: the 
Hartford Appeal, issued Jan. 
26, 1974, by an interfaith 
group 
of 
18 
Christian 
thinkers, and the Boston 
Affirmations, issued on 
Epiphany of this year. 
The Hartford Appeal, 
essentially the brainchild of 
two Lutherans, the Rev. 
Richard John Neuhaus and 
sociologist Peter Berger, is a 
rejection of 13 themes the 
thinkers find pervasive in 
contemporary 
religious 
thought, particularly what it 
views as the excesses of 
liberal or radical theology 
that developed out of the 
1960s. 
Specifically, the thinkers 
gathered at Hartford were 
concerned about the way in 
which faith and involvement 
in the world’s social and 
political struggles were 
related, viewing with alarm 
the current justifications for 
Christian social activism. 
On a positive level, the 
signatories stressed age-old 
Christian faith claims such 
as the transcendence of God, 
the resurrection of Jesus and 
the notion that salvation 
cannot be found apart from 
God. 
Neuhaus and Berger, who 
both serve as editors of the 
influential magazine World­ 
view, both hoped that the 
Appeal would provoke wide­ 
spread discussion. 
Their hopes were well met. 
For a year, a group of 
Boston-area theologians, 
educators and activists 
bounced off the Hartford 
Appeal and came up with the 
Boston Affirmations. 


Norman Faramelli of the 
Boston i Industrial Mission 
says the new statement — 
1,500 words long — is not 
meant to be a “critique of 
what others have said” but 
an “affirm ation of our 
beliefs.” 


Nevertheless, 
as 
the 
Hartford Appeal was im­ 
plicitly a critique of the 
theology 
most 
publicly 
symbolized by theologian 
Harvey Cox (best known for 
his book “The Secular City” ) 
so, too, the .Boston Affir­ 
mations, of which Cox. was a 
signer, are an implicit 
rejoinder to the Hartford 
statement. 
The Boston Affirmations, 
while not rejecting the idea 
of the transcendence of God, 
stress the notion that “the 
living God is active 
in 


current struggles to bring a 
reign 
of 
justice, 
righteousness, 
love and 
peace” and that the Judeo- 
Christian traditions are 
“pertinent to the dilemmas 
of our world.” 
“Hopeful participation in 
thpse struggles is at once 
action in faith, the primary 
occasion 
for 
personal 
spiritual 
growth, 
the 
development 
of 
viable 
structures for the common 
life, and the vocation of the 
people of God,” the Boston 
statement says.

would eliminate the single 
largest barrier there is to 
Christian unity. 
But there are those who 
claim there is no importance 
in a name. Some will argue 
that a rose is a rose and 
would smell the same if it 
was called by any other 
name. Let’s see how that 
would work. If I were away 
from home for a prolonged 
period of time I might sent 
the following note to my wife 
with a bouquet of roses: 
Dearest Joyce: 
I am sending you this large 
bouquet of roses. Wear it 
over your heart this night, 
and each succeeding night. 
The fragrance of roses will 
always make you think of me 
and me of you.

Now, will you re-read the 
note, substituting the word

Names are used for only 
one purpose, to designate 
differences. If we cease to

blow. Should all Christians 
wear one name and call their 
respective churches by a 
Scriptural name, this would 
be one great stride towards 
unity. 
Do you really believe the 
Bible as you profess? Is 
there such a thing as con- 
s i s t e n c y 
i n 
denominationalism (I Cor. 
3:3-4; I: IO 17)? 
If “the mind of flesh is 
enmity against God,'1 can 
God bless us for wearing a 
name that He did not give? 
“To be carnally minded is 
death” certainly sounds to 
me like a warning against 
such things as devisive 
names. 
The church at Corinth had 
not yet come to the point of 
meeting.in separate places 
because of their different 
names, and Paul was still 
inspired to condemn their 
use of devisive names. I 
wonder what Paul w ould say 
today 
with 
all 
of

denominational names in the 
world? 
The people at Corinth 
could see their sin and 
repented. I wonder why 
people today cannot? As long 
as we persist in this “name­ 
calling” situation we, the 
church, will never be the 
power the Lord wants it to 
be. We tend to condemn the 
destructive critics for trying 
to tear the Word of God apart 
and yet we do the same thing 
with those portions of the 
Scripture which don’t suit 
our particular fancy.

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Suburban Crime 
h Alarming

Suburban 
police 
chiefs 
blame a breakdown in 
family ties and society’s 
indifference as the main 
reasons for an alarming 
increase in criminal activity 
in the suburbs. 
“ We raised a generation of 
people who don’t care about 
anything or anyone,” said 
Jerry Putnam, police chief 
of Aurora. 
“ Many young people of 
today have no respect for the 
rights or ownership of other 
people, and society has 
accepted it.” 
In recent years, suburban 
crime statistics in most met­ 
ropolitan 
areas 
have 
reached levels once limited 
to the core city. Police chiefs 
there say their biggest 
problems are burglary and 
larceny, usually committed 
by 16 to 25 year olds. A small 
percentage of youths are 
causing the problems, said 
the officers. 
“ There is no shame in 
breaking the law anymore,” 
said Putnam. “ The crime 
rate isn’t going to go down 
until the attitude of the 
general public is changed.” 
Lakewood, west of Den­ 
ver, is an upper middle-class 
community and the state’s 
third largest city. Despite its
